Court Imposes 
Maximum Penalty, 
Fine Of $120,000 


WASHINGTON (A P'-The Com­ 
munist party was convicted Mon­ 
day of refusing to register as an 
agent of the Soviet Union and wax 
dealt the maximum 
penalty—a 
$120,000 fine. 
Attorneys for the Communist 
party said they would appeal th# 
verdict immediately. 
The jury of eight women and 
four men took 35 minutes to con­ 
vict the party on all 12 counts 
of the indictment. And U S. Hist. 
Court Judge Alexander Holtznff 
quickly 
imposed 
the maximum 
$10,000 fine for each count. 
Long Legal Rattle 
The case is another round of a 
legal battle that has been going 
on for more than 12 years as the 
government seeks to force the 
Communist party to register un­ 
der the 1950 Subversive Activities 
Control Act, also known as the 
McCarran Act. 
Defense attorneys had contend­ 
ed that the party failed to supply 
the information for fear it might 
incriminate its members, thus vi­ 
olating the F'ifth Amendment pro­ 
vision against self-incrimination 
In discussing the Fifth Amend­ 
ment plea with the jury, Judge 
Holtzoff said, “ These are matter 
that do not concern you. These 
are irrelevant to the case." 
Can't Invoke Fifth 
He said only a living person, 
not an organization, can invoke 
the protection of the Fifth Amend­ 
ment. 
Eleven counts of the indictment 
deal with refusal of the party to 
register—provide its name and 
address on the proper form—be­ 
fore the Nov. 20. 1961 deadline. 
They cite the party for failing to 
register on each day past the 
deadline 
until

cember 1961.

Raised to colonel of an Indian volunteer 
regiment In 1R61, he moved up to brigadier 
general In 1862. 
A few months later, when angered by a 
rebuke from his divisional commander, Ms J. 


Cen. William Nelson/ Davis confronted Nel­ 
son In a hotel In Louisville, Ky. Davis was 
5 feet, 7 inches tall, a bony 125-pounder. 
Nelson a former Navy officer who was R 
feet, 4 and weighed 300 pounds, treated 
Davis’ challenge contemptuously. Whereupon 
Davis shot him down with a pistol. Nelson 
died a few hours later. 
Nelson was not popular in the Army be­ 
cause of his martinet reputation, and Davis 
escaped 
court-martial 
and 
punishment. 
Though the overall commander In the de­ 
partment, Don Carlos Buell, was outraged 
by the murder, he wired Washington, "I can­ 
not spare officers from the Army now In 
motion to c o m p o s e a court.” 
Two weeks after the murder, the Union 
Jeff Davis was given command of a division, 
and eventually advanced to a corps com­ 
mand under W.
